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Rail eyes | in N.Y. race-related

MINEOLA, N.Y. — The gunman who 
turned a commuter rail car into a terror 
train was brimming with racial hatred and 
was targeting suburbs because he didn’t 


_ want to embarrass New York’s black 


mayor, authorities said Wednesday. 

All those shot were white or Asian — 
two of the groups disparaged in four pages 
of rambling handwritten notes taken from 
the gunman after Tuesday’s killings aboard 
the 5:33 p.m. Long Island Rail Road train 
out of Penn Station. 

Colin Ferguson, a 35-year-old naturalized 
citizen from Jamaica, was held without bail 
Wednesday after his arraignment on four 
counts of murder and a weapons posses- 
sion count. The heavyset black man did not 
speak or enter a plea at the hearing. 

The notes listed the “reasons for this: 
Adelphi University racism, EEOC racism, 
Workmen’s Compensation Board: Racism 
of Gov. Cuomo’s staff ... Additional rea- 
sons for this: Caucasian racism and Uncle 
Tom Negroes.” He also cited “Chinese 
racism.” 

Without saying a word, he opened, fire on 
other riders just before the train arrived at a 
suburban Garden City station. Calmly 
walking up the aisle, he blasted away for 


three horrific minutes, pausing only to 


reload. 

When the shooting ended, four people 
were dead, 19 wounded by gunshots and 
two others hurt in the crush. A fifth person 
died Wednesday. 

The gunman unloaded 30 to 50 rounds as 
he walked through the third car of the train, 
said Assistant District Attorney Barry 
Grennan. He had apparently stopped to 
reload his 9mm Ruger semiautomatic when 
three commuters jumped and subdued him, 
authorities said. 

One of his captors quoted him as saying, 
“T’ve done a bad thing,” according to the 
Daily News. 

Grennan said it appeared Ferguson began 
preparing for the crime more«than 15 days 
ago. 

The carnage could have been worse; the 
gunman brought aboard a small canvas bag 
filled with 100 more rounds of ammunition

The railroad was investigating reports 
that the train’s engineer told conductors not 
to open the doors when the train stopped at 
the station, trapping commuters inside, said 
LIRR spokeswoman Susan McGowan. 

Passenger Gene Mason, who works for a 
Wall Street firm, said the engineer 
announced, “‘Conductors, donot open the 
doors.

“T consider this an outrageous crime 
motivated by bias,” said Nassau County 
District Attorney Denis Dillon.

He had severe hostilities toward a lot of 
people, and he boarded the train because he 
targeted Nassau County,” said county 
Police Commissioner Donald Kane. 

The notes found on Ferguson indicated 


“New York City was os because of my 


respect for Mayor David Dinkins,” Kane 
said. 

Dinkins said he didn’t recall ever hearing 
from Ferguson and called the gunman “a 
deranged person.” 

Ferguson had no previous criminal record 
and was not licensed to carry a weapon in 
New York, authorities said. Killed were 
James. Gorycki, 51, of Mineola; Marita 
Theresa Magtoto,. 30, of Westbury; Dennis 
McCarthy, 52, of Mineola; and Richard 
Nettleton, 34, of Roslyn Heights. hi: 
Kim, 27, died Wednesday.

WASHINGTON — Abortion- 
rights advocates told the Supreme 
Court Wednesday some abortion foes 
have joined in a “nationwide cam- 
paign of terror” and, like Mafia mob- 
sters, are violating a federal racketeer- 
ing law. 

nti-abortion activists told the court 
that subjecting them to the racketeer- 
ing law would harm their right to 
political protest. 

The National Organization for 
Women and the Clinton administra- 
tion said lower courts wrongly: threw 
out a NOW lawsuit that had invoked 
the disputed law against Operation 
Rescue, the Pro-Life Action League 
and other abortion foes. 

The anti-abortion groups urged the 
justices to let the lawsuit die. A deci- 
sion is expected by July. 

Some protesters have use«. “forcible, 
violent conduct ... any means neces- 
sary, including terrorism,” Fay 
Clayton, a lawyer for NOW, told the 
court. She said such people call 
peaceful abortion protesters “wimps,” 
and are more interested in “mob vio-

ieee” than protest. 

Robert Blakey, the Notre Dame 
University law professor representing 
the groups NOW sued, likened anti- 
abortion protesters who block abor- 
tion-clinic access to civil rights and 
labor leaders who led boycotts. 

Blakey said Congress never intend- 
ed to stifle political dissent when it 
passed the Racketeer Influenced and 
Corrupt Organization Act, or RICO, 
in 1970 to attack organized crime. 

Today, the law is used in lawsuits 
involving just about any business dis- 
pute. And the Supreme Court, in a 
series of prior rulings, consistently 
has refused to narrow how the broad- 
ly worded law is applied. 

Blakey argued that even the law’s 
name reflects “the notion of commer- 
cial gain.” 

“The concept of illicit gain pervades 
this statute” and anti-abortion groups 
have no economic motives, Blakey 


’ said. 


That point is central to the legal 
case. Lower courts dismissed NOW’s 
lawsuit after ruling that a RICO law- 
suit cannot succeed unless the defen- 
dant had some economic motive. 


Supreme Court expected to decide 
battle lines for abortion foes, friends — 


Justice Department lawyer Miguel 
Estrada said requiring an economic 
motive for RICO enforcement threat- 
ens to “really cripple” government 
efforts to get at terrorists and their 
ringleaders. 

Only Justice Antonin Scalia voiced 
any sympathy for Blakey’s view of 
the law during the 60-minute argu- 
ment session. 

Noting that the law is aimed at any 
“enterprise” involved in a pattern of 
racketeering activity, Scalia said it is 
possible “enterprise means the same 
thing as business enterprise.” 

Clayton argued, “Congress knew 
how to put a limitation in RICO when 
it wanted to. Congress did not write 
the statute that way.” 

Congress is expected to pass a law 
soon giving new federal protection to 
abortion clinics, their staffs and 
patients. But the law, already 


approved in slightly different versions 
by the House and Senate, would not 
allow lawsuits against alleged nation-” 
al conspiracies and their leaders. 

The new law also does not provide 
for the tripled damages that winners 
of RICO lawsuits can collect.

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Extra spacewalk ahead for Hubble repairs 


SPACE CENTER, Houston — NASA raised the possibility Wednesday that 
it might have to add an extra day of spacewalking for astronauts aboard the 
shuttle Endeavour because of computer problems on the Hubble Space 
Telescope. 

The repair job on the telescope had nearly been completed and ground con- 
trollers were almost ready to mark the end of the sky-high repair effort with 
two events as symbolic as they were vital: slightly raising the telescope’s orbit 
and spreading its new solar wings. ‘ 

The Hubble experienced an outage on one of the data channels to Earth. 
Experts on the ground said they were considering adding a sixth spacewalk if 
they cannot resolve the problem. 

No decision had been made by the time the astronauts woke up for their fifth 
excursion outside. NASA spokeswoman Kari Fluegel stressed that any deci- 
sion was “down the road a ways.” 

Earlier in the day, spacewalker Jeffrey Hoffman exulted: “We’re almost 
home free.” Only a few tasks remained for the fifth and final spacewalk 
overnight — the third for the team of Hoffman and Story Musgrave. 


“We’ve got basically a new telescope up there,” said Hoffman, an 
astronomer. 


Clinton signs NAFTA, effective Jan. 1 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton signed legislation Wednesday creating 
the world’s largest free-trade zone and used the ceremony to prod other nations 
to “seize the moment and close the deal” on liberalized global trading rules. 

With considerable fanfare and eight pens, Clinton signed the North American 
Free Trade Agreement, which links the United States, Canada and Mexico into 
a single market. 

It takes effect Jan. 1 and over the next 15 years eliminates tariffs and other 
trade barriers. It creates the world’s largest and richest trading bloc, covering 
360 million people and stretching from the tropics to the Arctic. 

Trade negotiators are working against a Dec. 15 deadline to wrap up seven 


years of talks on a-new set of trading rules under the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 


Study says twins susceptible to cerebral palsy 


WASHINGTON — Twin births are almost 12 times more likely than single 
births to produce a child with cerebral palsy, a serious brain disorder diagnosed 
in about 5,000 children each year, a new study finds. 

An examination of health records for 155,000 children in four counties in 
northern California showed that cerebral palsy occurred 12 times per 1,000 
twin pregnancies and only about 1.1 per 1,000 single pregnancies, the journal 
Pediatrics reports on Thursday. 

Among children whose twin died before birth, the risk of cerebral palsy was 
108 times greater than among children from single pregnancies, the study said. 

Dr. Karin Nelson, a neurologist at the National Institute of Neurological 
Disorders and Stroke and a co-author of the study, said that the increased risk 
of cerebral palsy, or CP, among twins is important to society because multiple 
births are becoming more and more common. 

The disorder causes a loss of motor muscle control. It can lead to a shaking of 
limbs, a loss of balance, an inability to walk, seizures and a delay in growth 
and development. CP also is linked to learning disabilities and, in some cases, 
to mental retardation. 


Utah woman admits embezzling $70,000 


PROVO — A former data technician for the Utah Department of Human 
Services has pleaded guilty to 10 second-degree felony charges for stealing 
about $70,000 from the department’s Provo office. 

In a plea bargain with Utah County prosecutors, Marsha R. Heaton, 23, plead- 
ed guilty Wednesday to one count of racketeering, three counts of forgery, 
three counts of communications fraud and three counts of theft. : 

She is to be sentenced Jan. 5 before 4th District Judge Guy R. Burningham. 
She could be sentenced to a maximum of 15 years in prison and fined $10,000. 

Utah County Deputy Attorney Craig Madsen said Heaton used her position to 
take the money over a three-year period. 

Heaton issued fraudulent vouchers to pay counseling providers who did not 
exist. Once checks were issued for the vouchers, Heaton would sign the checks 
and deposit them into her personal account. 

Madsen said prosecutors could have filed more charges, but agreed not to as a 
condition of the plea bargain, which requires Heaton to pay full restitution to 


the state.

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U.S. N-tests needed better 
use of judgment, leadership 


Once again, the U.S. government has given us reason to feel a lack of confidence 

in our nation’s leadership. 

A really good reason. 

Energy Secretary Hazel O’Leary exposed Monday that the United States had 
engaged in about 800 secret radiation tests on humans. She said she was personally 
stunned by the information. So should we all. 

Clearly, the government must be able to maintain secrecy in matters of national 
security. The fact that 204 more nuclear tests were performed between 1963 and 
1990 than the government had previously admitted to is not as disturbing; the tests 

ere concealed to keept the Soviets from knowing about them (though it appears 
they did anyway). ; 

However, testing on humans, on U.S. citizens, is a different matter. It seems, 
O’ Leary says, that informed consent could not have taken place. Obviously, it must 
ave been hard for the government to tell men and women what effects the testing 
ight have been when the whole idea of the tests was to learn what effects the test- 
ing might have. The civilians in one test were injected with radioactive plutonium 
n the 1940s. 

These clandestine tests are objectionable because they took advantage of the peo- 
ple the government is supposed to protect. While we as citizens must give the gov- 
ernment leeway to act in secret, we should be able to expect it to do so in our best 
nterests, not to the mortal detriment of some. 

Like so many revelations about the way our government works, O’Leary’s give us 
eason to worry that our lawmakers are not always lawful, or at best are apt to dis- 
play poor judgment. The Daily Universe urges U.S. citizens to take the political 
process seriously on a daily basis, not every four years when a presidential election 
akes place.

As a faculty member who was censured in 
this year’s third-year review, ostensibly for 
“politicizing the classroom,” I must take issue 
with the Dec. 7 Viewpoint printed in The 
Daily Universe. Among other things, this 
essay stated that academic freedom is alive 
and well at BYU and that this year’s decisions 
about rank and status were fair and just. 

I have tremendous respect for my distin- 
guished colleagues who authored this essay. I 
also have tremendous respect for our profes- 
sion, and I believe that criticism and meticu- 
lous scrutiny are inherent to scholarly pursuit. 
Scholarship is useless without such critique. 
Therefore, I would suggest some ways that I 
question the assumptions made by my col- 
leagues in their Viewpoint essay. 

1. First of all, in assuming that theirs is not a 
political stance, the authors of the essay imply 
that those who disagree with the majority 
opinion — their own — are the only ones who 
have a political agenda. In my view, their 
Viewpoint essay is a political manifesto that 
does not acknowledge its own political nature. 
Without acknowledging their own entry into 
the public forum, and taking for granted that 
their ostensibly neutral majority opinion owns 
the public arena of discussion, these faculty 
and administrators censure the minority for 
making academic issues matters of public 
debate. 

Furthermore, the essay by my colleagues is a 
political manifesto that values the status quo. 
Presupposing that the current power structure 
at BYU is the best of all possible power struc- 
tures, these faculty members believe that very 
few substantive changés should be made in 
regards to academic freedom or the tenuring 
process. Here again, the essay implies that 
those faculty who persistently argue for 
changes in the rank and status document and 
the academic freedom document are the only 
ones with a political agenda.

Don’t defame 


To the Editor: 

Now that the appeals process for Cecilia 
Konchar Farr and David Knowlton has been 
concluded, I feel I must express my strong 
objection to the defamation of these two pro- 
fessors in the public media. I plead with both 
newspapers and individuals to stop spreading 
false and very damaging rumors concerning 
them. 

A primary source of the false rumors was an 
opinion piece published in the Deseret News 
last July 3 by BYU Professor Steve Albrecht. 
He accurately described the then recently 
announced denial of continuing status to Farr 
and Knowlton as a judgment only about their 
academic work. Yet he concluded, “I cannot 
understand why someone who doesn’t agree 
with BYU’s and its sponsoring church organi- 
zation’s positions would want to teach here .... 
I would personally have a difficult time 
accepting a paycheck from the LDS Church 
and then working to destroy what that Church 
stands for.” 

Professor Albrecht thus implied that 
Professors Farr and Knowlton had contradicted 
LDS Church positions and spoken or acted to 
damage BYU and the Church. Others have 
repeated such allegations as facts in letters to 
the editor and news articles in many Utah 
papers, including an AP story in the Sept. 14 
Deseret News which describes Farr and 
Knowlton as.“two outspoken scholars who had 
taken stands at odds with church doctrine.” 
Such rumors and worse are also being spread 
by word-of-mouth. I have heard, for instance, 
Professor Farr characterized as a non-Mormon 
out to destroy BYU and the Church and as 
being pro-abortion. 

These are all false allegations. Professors 
Farr and Knowlton are faithful and devout 
Latter-day Saints, as their bishops will attest. 
Professor Farr is an anti-abortion mother of 
two young children and works constantly to 
build intellectual faith in her students by inte- 
grating her scholarship and teaching with the 
gospel — for instance, writing against pornog- 
raphy and taking her students to do temple 
work for some of the dead authors they study.

2. In addition, their argument is based on the 
assumption that it is only a minority of stu- 
dents and faculty who desire change. In this 
case, the implication is that the majority view- 
point is the correct one and that minority 
viewpoints are expendable and mistaken. 
Ultimately such a position implies that 
minorities and their opinions and issues 
should not be taken seriously — that they 
should just, as it were, go away. 

3. Likewise, I am concerned that the politi- 
cal agenda of my colleagues includes the sup- 
position that, because they have many years of

experience in academia, their philosophical 
approaches to the purpose of academia are 
automatically more credible. The troubling 
implication is‘ that there is nothing to learn 
from younger professors and students. It is 
assumed that those with less legitimacy and 
power — younger faculty and students — 
should be seen but not heard. 

4. Furthermore, the essay is based on what I 
call “the system treats me OK, therefore you 
must be OK,.so what are you complaining 
about?” assumption. Included in this logic is 
the peculiarly Mormon belief that criticism is 
inherently a bad thing — a strange idea for 
academics to hold. Similarly, my colleagues 
presuppose that, because the Board has not 
attempted to influence any of them in rank 
and status decisions, no one making such 
decisions has been approached by the Board. 

5. Moreover, the political viewpoints of my 
distinguished colleagues rest on the belief that 
those who make academic decisions are privy 
to a kind of mantle of authority which gives

above, they could and should have been disci- 
plined under BYU’s new guidelines on 
“Competency and Academic Freedom.”

“prejudice, bigotry and hatred,” pointed out 
that defamation is illegal in Utah and means 
any felse statement that damages the reputa- 
tion of an individual.

A class of 1963 alumni of Dilectus 
Chi Sorores said she enjoyed her 
sorority activities, but was disillu- 
sioned at the whole Greek system 
when she discovered how elitist it 
was. :

“When I was young,” said Verl 
Clark, a 75-year-old résident of 
Provo, “we didn’t tip because of the 
Depression. No one had any money.” 

Over 15 years ago, the “correct” tip 
was set at 10 percent of the price of a 
meal, Creger said. 

“Fifteen percent isn’t law,” Creger 
explained. “It’s more or less custom. 
As the cost of the meal went up, it 
(the 15 percent tip) just became one 
of those things that came about by 
practice.” 

“Tf they (wait staff) do an excellent 
job,” said Corwyn Smith, a freshman 
majoring in sociology from Memphis, 
Tenn.,“ you should tip more than 15 
percent.” 

Smith is currently a food server at 
Magleby’s 

“I always tip really good,” Smith 
explained, “just because I know how 
hard it is to make a living as a tipped 
employee.” 

Smith said tips are an important part 
of the restaurant business. 

“(As a waiter), you have to make 
decisions,” Smith said. “If you were 
just paid an hourly wage, you would- 
n't be as concerned about the quality 
of your service.” 

Gratuities are a part of food servers’ 
and other tipped employees’ salaries. 
They are automatically considered a 
part of their income for all tax purpos- 
es, whethér or not received, Creger 
said, 

“Tt is an IRS law,” Creger explained. 
“If employees receive $30 or more a 
month in tips, then the employer must 
take taxes out on 8 percent of their 
daily pay.” 

Today, tip-giving has been extended 
to include more occupations than in 
the past, Creger said. 

However, by law, tip credit is not 
given to employers of many common- 


ly tipped occupations, such as chefs . 


and hair dressers, she said. Their tips 
are not used to compensate a lower 
minimum wage, thus tips offered to 
them are paid in addition to an ade- 
quate salary.

Football playoff may just be around corner 
The Associated Press 


OVERLAND PARK, Kan. 
may be only 25 months away. 

And, it may not. But at least a blue-ribbon committee of big shots has agreed 
to do a feasibility study. 

And that, like a real-life, honest-to-goodness major college football champi- 
on, has never happened before. 

“I don’t think this necessarily advances the possibility of a football playoff,” 
said Francis Canavan, the NCAA’s group executive director for public affairs. 

“What it advances is that, finally, there will be a firm decision, yes or no.” 

It’s too late to do anything about the current Nebraska-Florida State-West 
Virginia debate raging right now through The Associated Press media poll and 
the CNN-USA Today coaches poll. 

The polls will have to sort out the mythical national championship for this 
season and next. 

But maybe not in 1995. 


— Hold fast, football fans. A college playoff 


- If the feasibility committee should deem a playoff advisable, then the NCAA 


Council or Presidents Commission could put some format together, probably a 
one-game or two-game concept, and let NCAA schools vote yes or no at their 
January 1995 convention. 

If approved, fans would celebrate the first Division I-A playoff at the end of 
the 1995 season. 

‘Whether this advances or retards the possibility of a championship will be 
driven by the facts the study uncovers,” Canavan said. 

“The purpose is to gather the information so we can have solid, objective 
information about the impact on the schools and on the student-athletes, and on 
the financial impact.” 

Ohio State football coach John Cooper suspects a playoff is coming. 

“T think it’s a matter of time,” he said from a football dinner in New York. “I 
think eventually we will see it. I’m personally for it.” 

Greg O’Brien of New Orleans, chairman of the Presidents Commission, said 
the formation of the study group should not be seen as an endorsement of any- 
thing. 

The Presidents Commission, which has spearheaded a sweeping reform 
movement throughout college sports, is on record opposing a playoff. 

Its approval would be needed for the idea to have a chance. 

“This is simply a decision to gather information,” O’Brien said. “Where that 
information will lead us is anybody’s guess.’ 

UCLA chancellor Charles Young will chair the study group, which also will 
include NCAA executive director Cedric Dempsey, Oklahoma athletic director 
Donnie Duncan, and NCAA chief operating officer Tom Jernstedt. 


Knight’s outburst nothing new at Indiana

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. — Bob Knight swung his foot. Whether his son was 
the intended victim or just happened to be in the way, the reaction from Indiana 
fans was enough to send the General into another tirade. 

It’s nothing new, of course. Just the first time this season. But considering the 
No. 12-ranked Hoosiers’ campaign is only three games old, Knight already 
appears in midseason form. 

His outburst in Tuesday night’s 101-82 victory over Notre Dame was triggered 
by some sloppy play in the closing minutes by the Hoosiers’ mop-up crew, 
which included his son Pat, a 6-foot-6 junior. 

Indiana was up by 28 points when the younger Knight made a bad pass that 
Notre Dame’s Ryan Hoover intercepted and took in for a fast-break layup. That 
was too much for the old man, who already was in a bad mood after scolding 
some fans for displaying a sarcastic sign directed at the Irish: 

During a time out, Knight went face-to-face with his son, screaming at him as 
the players went to the bench and sat down. Knight apparently kicked at some- 
thing, and some fans thought it was his son’s leg and started booing. That’s when 
Knight turned from his seat and glared at the anonymous offenders behind him, 
his face as red as his trademark sweater. 

You didn’t need to be a lip-reader to make out his four-letter response. 

Two minutes later, the younger Knight scored his only basket of the game, and 
Assembly Hall erupted in prolonged cheers. 

But back to the kick. Did he, or didn’t he? 

The crowd of players surrounding the bench prevented most people from see- 
ing the apparent assault. Knight refused to speak to the news media after the 
game and did not return a phone call to his office on Wednesday. 

Athletic director Clarence Doninger did not return a call, either, and assistant 
media relations director Gregg Elkin said he did not see what happened. 

Several newspapers reported witnesses said Knight kicked at his son, although 
none of the writers saw it themselves. 

“Tt looked like he kicked at a chair, like he always does, and Pat may have just 
been in the way,” said Bob Hammel, sports editor of the Bloomington Herald- 
Times. 

Perhaps the closest to a confirmation came from a television cameraman who 
said he caught Knight’s kick on tape. 

“Tt shows him kicking somebody. From where I was sitting, it looked like he 
meant to kick him,” said the cameraman, who asked not to be identified. “You 
see him kicking into the huddle. It was one kick. He (the player) was sitting 
down. It was kind of hard to see, where I was at. You don’t see any faces, just 
the legs. 

“The most noticeable thing was the reaction, the booing from the crowd. That 
kind of triggered it. The players walked out on court and he turned to the crowd 


to see where the boos were coming from.”

Christmas cheer spread 
through Sub-for-Santa

BYU students are spreading the 
Christmas spirit by providing 
Christmas for more than 100 needy 
families this year, said Jeanny 
Gordon, coordinator of Sub-for-Santa 
at the United Way. 

In fact, more than 150,people volun- 
teered to sponsor the 70 families 
United Way gave to BYUSA, said 
Amy Allen, BYUSA Sub-for-Santa 
program director. 

Students have also received family 
names from bishops and directly from 
the United Way, Allen said. 

This year BYUSA only sponsored 
families provided by the United Way 
because last year it received names 
from multiple sources and some fami- 
lies were sponsored twice. 

“BYU students do such a great job, 
especially because the Sub-for-Santa 
program takes place during finals and 
they are still willing to sacrifice their 
time,” she said. 

Some groups. on campus sponsor 
one or more families every year. The 
student chapter of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers has spon- 
sored at least one family for close to 
20 years, said Don Budge, professor 


_ of civil engineering. 


This year it is. sponsoring a family 
with five children. The students typi- 
cally focus on clothing, but they also 
give the children at least one nice toy, 
Christmas dinner and anything else 
the family needs, Budge said. 

Some years the chapter has provided 
Christmas trees and decorations and 
has even had Santa Claus deliver the 
toys Christmas Eve. 

This year the group raised about 
$350 and will subsidize that with 
chapter money, so about $500 to $600 
can be spent on the family. 

Sponsors are asked to provide at 
least one outfit and two toys for each

child, but many sponsors also provide 
everything from Christmas dinner to a 
tree covered with ornaments, Gordon 
said. 

The United Way provides Christmas 
for a total of 500 to 600 families in 
Utah County every year, she said. 

She said the United Way likes work- 
ing with BYU students because they 
do such a good job even though it is 
“tough on them because they have to 
get it done before they go home.” 

Every year a few groups fall 
through, and this is really sad because 
the Christmas the groups give these 
families is the only Christmas they 
will get, Gordon said. Groups that fall 
through are rare because the majority 
of the students do a great job, she 
said. 

The United Way has had problems 
in the past with families abusing the 
system by signing up more than once 
under different names, but this is the 
exception, and many truly needy fam- 
ilies are helped by the program, Allen 
said 

The Unities Way screens families 
and has a new computer program that 
checks Social Security numbers to 
find abusers. 

Families can only apply to the pro- 
gram for a maximum of three years 
because “‘it is not a substantiative pro- 
gram. It is just suppose to help people 
during the rough times,” Allen said. 

The United Way will be taking 
applications for both sponsors and 
families for another week. 

For students who cannot sponsor an 
entire family, BYUSA has smaller 
Christmas service projects. 

BYUSA is providing Christmas for 
about 20 elderly people at the 
Orchard Park Care Center who are 
without their families this Christmas. 

They are also making 200 stockings 
for children at the Oak Ridge School 
for multiply-handicapped children, 
Allen said. 
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Through this program, KOVO will 
spotlight six children each hour who 
need gifts for Christmas. Listeners 

“can call in to adopt a child, or if they 
miss the child’s spotlight on the air, 
they can call KOVO. 

Dennis Kirkpatrick, promotions 
director at KOVO, said the spotlights 
list the children’s clothing and shoe 
sizes as well as their Christmas gift 
wish. 

Kirkpatrick said they have received 
less than 25 gifts for the children ‘so 
far. 

“Most of the children are abused 
and they would be happy to receive 
any type of gift a person can afford,” 
Kirkpatrick said. 

The Adopt-A-Child program is 
being sponsored by businesses in 
Utah County. 

Gifts for the children can be 
dropped off at 60 Minute Eyewear of 
Provo, Piper Jaffray of Provo, 
Wasatch Audiology in Provo and 
Payson, Central Bank on University 
Avenue, Finishline Cellular or KOVO} 
radio station. 

“All gifts need to be turned in by 
Dec. 20,” Kirkpatrick said. 

People who donate and want t 
make sure their gift reaches the child 
they adopt can call the Utah Divisio 
of Family Services, Youth Center. 
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
